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Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The computer image file Bulldog-training-Camp.jpg is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained 
the age of 18 years. 

The purpose of the image contained in the file is to comment, in a crudely humorous manner, on 
widely-reported allegations of sexual misconduct involving the Canterbury Bulldogs, a rugby league 
team. The image suggests an act of bestiality. However, it has clearly been constructed as a critical 
satire that plays on the name of the team. Consideration of the image under s3(2) of the Films, 
Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act) leads to the conclusion that the 
publication does not promote or support, or tend to promote or support, bestiality. However, 
there is a likelihood of injury to the public good if the publication is available to children and young 
persons, who do not have the maturity or experience to deal with adult sexual humour. 

The right to freedom of expression has been weighed against considerations under ss3(2), 3(3) and 
3(4)of the FVPC Act. The classification represents the minimum interference with the freedom of 
expression consistent with preventing the injury to the public good that is likely if the publication is 
made available. For this reason, the Classification Office is of the view that the proposed 
classification is reasonable and demonstrably justified. 
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
